Sele Watenubi, DeS. Crossley and the undersi ged 
attended, to find that the some of the occurreice was 
House No.6, Lau -.wan ond, the Javanese Consuler Police 
were already in ottendence and had teken the situation in 
hand, 

However, the sbove afficers proceeded to the lst 
floor front room of House No-6 Leu Kwan Road, where a 
Chinese female one {ung 7340 Mai C94. 4RYT age 19 years, 
native of Tsang-ochow, s/prostitute, was found lying om a 
bed suffering from a gunshot wouna on the left ehest.

The injured female has bam detained in the po Ming 
Hospital, medical certificate issued stating “Builet 
wound of stomach." Mecwhile the Oonsular Police, 
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heving accetted the afeasir =3 an accidental shooting 
are proceeding with investigations. 

No witmesses to the shcoting were locatad on scene 
of affair. 
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
